Attorney Biggins, 
In the superior crlmnal court here af- 
ter Hlgglns had Informed the court 
that there was not sufficient eyldence 
to convict Mrs. Kelleher. 


After Hlgglns ceased, Judge Stev- 


ens, who presided, said: 


"The motion made by the district 


attorney meets with the approval of 
the court, • The government never de- 
sires a verdlflt- of guilty unless there 
Is ample evidence to justify It. 


"The defendant In 'this case appears 


to be a victim of an unusual combina- 
tion of circumstances.

attorney acted properly In the efforts 
he made In the: case.

of the court, that the defendant should 
not be placed upon trial for her Ufa, 
but Instead should be. allowed her lib- 
erty.

Congressman Says They

Paid by Two Governments 


Washington, April 0.— The charge 


that commissioned 
officers 
of 
the 


United 'States army have been for 
months and'aro now serving as officers 
In the army of Cuba and 
receiving 


salaries from the Cuban government 
In violation of law, Is contained In a 
resolution introduced in the house by 
Hcpresentatlvc Slayden (Dem. Tex.), 
a member of the committee on mili- 
tary affairs. 


The olllcqrs alleged to be connected 


with the Cuban army are: Captain 
Parker, Eleventh 
cavalry; 
Captain 


Oately, Third field artillery, and Cap- 
tain Goldermau, coast artillery corps. 
It is asserted that they, are receiving 
from $150 to $200 a month each from 
the government of Cuba In addition to 
their regular pay, drawn as officers of 
the United States army. 


Mr..Slayden's resolution calls on 


the secretary of war to furnish In- 
formation in connection with these of- 
ficers and also inquires if any other 
American officers are serving in the 
Cuban army. The resolution was 
ferred to the rules committee.

Three thousand Italian laborers ap- 
peared In Harvard square, Central 
square and at the bridge and waited 
for each other to. go to work. Sev- 
eral went back to work, and three 
hours later all the strikers were back 
at their old labors. The returned to 
work at the old rate of fl.94 for a ten- 
hour day.

ner at the palace given by the king 
and queen In honor of Colonel Roose- 
velt and his family. Great prepara- 
tions have been going .on 
for thlr 


event, and the queen herself directed 
all the arrangements, 
desiring that 


no detail should be neglected. 


The li-presldent and his party ar- 


rived at the entrance to the Qulrinal 
palace at 8 p. m. ..where the door ol 
his carriage was opened by the im- 
posing figure of the 
royal 
keeper, 


magnificent In scarlet livary, with 
sword and; baton and. ,cocked hat, 
seemingly out-of the middle ages. At 
the foot of the grand staircase, Count 
TOzzonl and Duke Clto, masters of 
ceremonies, and Count Guicciardlni, 
genUeman-in-waiting to Queen Helena 
and a relative of the minister of for- 
eign affairs/ met the party and es- 
corted them up the steps, decorated 
with palms and flowering shrubs. 


In the great hall of the Swiss they 


were received by Count Gianotti, pre- 
fect of the palace, and Countess 
Guicciardlni, lady-in-waitlng to the 
queen, who took them through the 
great ball room to a reception room 
hung, with priceless tapestry, where 
thej" were greeted by the sovereigns, 
surrounded by their military and civil 
households. 


After a short conversation, all the 


guests adjourned to the private dining 
room of the king—a 
spacious 
holj 


hung with modern tapestry and dec- 
orated with immense plants and flow- 
ers. 
The dinner was enlivened by the 


military band in the gardens below. 


Ambassador Lelshman's lunch to 


Roosevelt included as :, guests many 
distinguished Italians, members of the 
American embassy and several Ameri- 
cans.

After luncheon Roosevelt received 


Dr. Cespedes, the Cuban minister, 
who presented a message and'greetT 
Ings from the Cuban government. He 
also received Dr. Clark, head of the 
Methodist organization in Italy, and 
Rev. Dr. B. M. Tipple, pastor of the 
American Me|hodist church In Rome. 


A number of Italian journalists 


cnlled rt>n* the'.'ex-president, but he 
declined to; discuss the Vatican Inci- 
dent. . 


Comment, .was world-wide on the 


cancellation of Roosevelt's visit to the 
pope at the Vatican. 


Members of the Catholic and Roman 


churches were of the same mind in 
regretting the incident and in claim- 
ing that both the ex-president of the 
United States and the pontiff of the 
Roman Catholic church had adopted 
the only reasonable 
and 
diplomatic 


course In eliminating 
an 
interview 


which would have been embarrassing.. 


Both Roosevelt and the Vatican'au- 


thorities stated yesterday that the in- 
cident was absolutely closed.

• guinent' in favor of this policy Is that 
it becomes possible to maintain an 
adequate force of skilled mechanics 
permanently at the yards.'and avoids 
thai disastrous breaking up of the or- 
ganization and scattering of forces 
which occurs in the slack season, 
•when the annual repairs upon tbe 


:v .are completed and they have 


/Bailed for the summer 
maneuvers. 


The maintenance of a 
permanent 


force increases efficiency and insures 
that the leading yards will bo in 
a position to meet at once the heavy 
strain which would he thrown upon 
them in the event of sudden hostili- 
ties, 
.Of equal importance to the 


question of the effect of new con- 
struction in. maintaining a permanent 
force,in the navy yards is that.of .the 
character of the work that they 
turn-put.* Conclusive/data upon 
subject rre furnished by those 
sister ships, the* Connecticut and tbe 
Louisiana,7 the first built at the New 
York, navy' yard, and * the latter hy 
the J'Jewport News Shipbuilding com- 
pany. .If certain disabilities under 
•which the navy yard b'ullt ship lab- 
ored, due to slowness in the delivery

We 
once knew a business man who asked 
in all seriousness, why all women 
wore red petticoats in the winter. 
Tactful inquiries developed the fact 
that his wife did and he supposed 
it a feminine custom. . There is nelth-

-what is right jn the average man's 
attitude toward equal suffrage. 
He 


asks his wife her opinion. She says 
she knows nothing of politics and 
doesn't want to know anything of 
them; she fails to see why she needs 
a vote and doubts if most women that 
she kpows would handle^Jt intelli- 
gently. Presto 1 Mr. Average Man is 
not for equal suffrage. 
When his 


wife changes her mind lie will 
be 


perfectly willing to alter his attitude. 


It Is very clear that the propaganda 


of the suffragists' should ,1)0 among 
women, rather than men. Until they 
succeed in winning a'majority 
of 


their own sex they canndt hope to 
convince the opposite. But until they 
realize and adopt this policy we shall 
still have the annual .vote at the State 
House—and it is an entertaining and 
beautiful occasion, i especially as this 
year, when the vote and the new 
Easter hat made their appearance cl- 
inci'dently.—Boston Traveler.

He said that people would willingly pay more 
for th'ese "remnants" when advertised as such because of the decep- 
tive suggestion that they were cheap, than they would to buy by-the 
yard from the piece. Now, how long will the public continue to pat- 
ronize such a house after once discpvering this deception? 
The 


same principal is true of the bargain sales. Merchants often sell in- 
ferior goods at more than their regular price during these sales, be- 
cause they know the power of suggestion in 'advertising to deceive.

FAVORS BOSTON 


Washington, April 5.—A 
knotty 


point of real estate law from Boston, 
arising out of the opening of Milk 
street In that city, has been decided 
by the supreme court of the United 
States favorably to the city and 
against the Boston chamber of com- 
merce and the Central wharf and 
wet dock corporation et al. 


The Boston chamber of commerce 


in 1890 bought a triangular lot in Bos- 
ton from the Central wharf and wet 
dock corporation. It -was located at 
India street and a private way known 
as Central Wharf street. In the sale 
the corporation reserved the rights 
of way, light and air over nearly 3000 
square feet of the lot at the Immedi- 
ate junction of the two streets. 


. In 1901 the city converted Central 
Wharf street into a public thorough- 
fare. It declined to pay the chamber 
of commerce any damages because 


it could net build on the ground, and 
also declined to pay the 
Central 


Wharf and wet dock corporation on 
the theory that light and air from the 
street were just as good as from the 
land before it was converted Into a 
street. 


The parties entered into an agree- 


ment that if the connections of- the 
city were Upheld It should pay dam- 
ages of only $5000, but if the claims 
of the chamber of commerce.and the 
corporation 
concerned -were upheld 


that the damages should be $60,000, 
The courts of Massachusetts held that 
the city should pay damages of only 
$5000. 


Justice Holmes, In announcing the 


decision of the 'Court held that the 
party in such cases could get no more 
realty, and not as he might have 
been damaged under imagined condi- 
tions.
